‘defendants were merchants, Oo 15th March, 
1896, the defendants ordered from the platntiff 
400 cases of matches which. were to arrive 
here In Jane, July, August and September, 

9 efendant agreed to take delivery of such 
goods and to pay for them atthe rate of $74.50° 
percase, Defendant also ordered from the. 
platotlfs another 200 catas of matches snd 
farther,agreed to take de!llvery of them within 
two months at the rate of $30 $0 percase. The 
defendant took delivery and paid for 150 cases 
Of: tbe 200 cases only 165 were teken delivery 
of and in November, 1896, plaint!f« agreed to
